THIRTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  GENERAL  COMMITTEE 
for  the  Year  1939. 


The  General  Committee  begs  to  submit  to  the  Governors, 

Donors,  and  Subscribers,  its  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1939. 

The  General  Committee  places  on  record  its  appreciation 
of  the  great  interest  which  Her  Gracious  Majesty  the  Queen, 
our  Patron,  bestowed  upon  this  Hospital  by  her  kind  donation. 

The  momentous  happenings  of  September  1939,  will  be  National 
on  record  for  all  time.  On  the  declaration  of  war,  arrange-  Emergency, 
ments  were  made  to  convert  the  Hospital  into  a  Casualty 
Clearing  Station  for  this  Borough.  Within  a  few  hours  a 
great  transformation  had  taken  place  ;  the  existing  Bed  com¬ 
plement  was  increased  from  104  to  154  beds  ;  leaving  only 
30  beds  available  for  urgent  local  civilian  cases.  Additional 
Doctors  arrived  under  the  direction  of  the  Emergency  Medical 
Service,  also  Students  from  the  London  Hospital,  who  were 
all  ready  for  any  eventuality.  Although  the  Out-Patient 
Department  was  closed  and  prepared  for  receiving  air-raid 
casualties,  the  needs  of  the  residents  of  East  Ham  were  still 
atended  to  on  a  modified  scale.  The  protection  of  the  Hospital 
was  immediately  placed  under  consideration,  and  the  Min¬ 
istry’s  instructions  carried  out  to  the  fullest  extent.  This 
involved  the  filling  and  stacking  of  32,000  sandbags.  Regular 
Meetings  of  the  General  and  other  Committees  were  sus¬ 
pended, and  a  small  number  of  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  from  the 
General  Committee  were  appointed  to  act  as  a.n  Emergency 
Committee  with  power  to  deal  with  all  matters  arising.  The 
additional  beds  reserved  for  Casualties  are  paid  for  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  arid  the  Voluntary  status  of  the  Hospital 
has  not  been  changed  in  any  way,  and  still  depends  on  the 
generosity  of  the  Subscribers.

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  ambitions  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  have  materialised,  and  the  scheme  of  extension  to 
provide  the  district  with  the  much  needed  Maternity  Ward 
and  new  Children’s  Ward,  is  now  almost  complete.  On  the 
14th  July,  1939,  the  Foundation  Stone  was  laid  by  The  Rt. 
Hon.  Walter  Elliot,  P.C.,  M.C.,  M.P.,  supported  by  His 
Worship  the  Mayor,  and  Lt.-Col.  Mayhew,  T.D.,  J.P.,  M.P. 
The  additional  staff  required  for  these  new  Wards  will  be 
accommodated  in  two  houses  adjoining  the  Hospital,  which 
are  now  undergoing  extensive  alterations,  and  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  at  the  same  time  as  the  Hospital  extensions. 


The  General  Committee  once  again  has  t@  thank  Lord 
Bethell  for  his  kind  donation  of  £4,000  on  account  of  his 
promised  contribution  of  £8,500. 

The  Committee  also  desire  to  place  on  record  its  deep 
appreciation  and  thanks  to  Air.  J.  W.  Lohden,  the  Wee- 
Chairman  of  the  Hospital,  for  his  valued  services  as  Honorary 
Architect  to  the  new  extensions. 


The  annual  visit  on  behalf  of  the  King’s  Fund  was  made 
on  the  14th  June,  by  Sir  John  Alurray,  K.C.V.O.,  D.S.O., 
and  Dr.  A.  W.  Stott.  A  Grant  of  £1,500  for  the  General 
Fund,  and  £1,000  for  the  Building  Fund  was  received  during 
the  year. 

The  Board  again  acknowledges  with  deep  appreciation, 
the  most  grateful  support  given  by  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  East  Ham  Corporation, 
who  have  so  splendidly  assisted  the  Hospital  during  the  past 
year.  The  following  are  the  most  outstanding  amounts  in 
the  Income: — 

1.  Grant  of  £2,250  from  East  Ham  Corporation  on 
account  of  services  to  patients  for  whom  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  is  responsible. 


2.  Grant  of  £500  under  the  Sunday  Entertainments  Act; 
bringing  the  total  of  £25,500  received  under  the  former 
heading  since  1931,  and  £6,682  received  under  the 
latter  heading  since  1933. 

The  General  Committee  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  Welfare 
much  valued  Donation  of  £510  during  the  year,  which  brings  Society, 
the  total  received  since  the  foundation  of  the  Society  in  1926, 
to  £10,865. 


The  Ladies’  Aid  Committee  has  been  most  helpful  during  Ladies’  Aid 
the  past  12  years.  The  Donation  of  £116  6s.  6d.  received  Committee, 
during  this  year,  is  a  proof  of  their  untiring  efforts. 


The  appreciation  of  the  Committee  is  given  to  the  Linen  Linen 
League  and  its  Manor  Park  Branch,  for  supplying  additional  League, 
linen  to  our  .requirements,  and  their  great  effort  towards 
equipping  the  Maternity  Ward.  The  Baby  Clothes  and 
Blankets  are  proof  of  this.  The  value  of  the  gifts  received 
from  the  League  during  the  past  year  is  £285  0s.  7d. 


The  grateful  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  extended  to  Iron  Lung. 
Lord  Nuffield  for  his  most  generous  gift  of  an  Iron  Lung, 
which  we  hope  will  be  instrumental  in  the  saving  of  human 
life. 

The  Committee  also  takes  this  opportunity  of  placing 
on  record  its  deep  gratitude  and  warm  appreciation  to  all 
Subscribers  and  Helpers,  without  whose  kind  assistance  the 
Hospital  could  not  function. 

The  effort  to  assist  the  financial  situation  is  felt  by  all  Finance. 
Members  of  the  General  Committee,  who  are  exercising  the 
strictest  economy,  with  the  maximum  efficiency.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  appeals  to  all  friends  and  supporters  to  continue  their 
great  material  help  and  double  their  efforts,  so  that  the 
ever  increasing  work  of  tending  the  sick  may  continue  un¬ 
deterred,  and  their  needs  may  not  be  jeopardised  by  the 
call  of  War.
